CBX Transmitter at Lacombe and 
CBW at Carman, Man.— 
Serve Wide Areas 


WINNIPEG, Man. — Two new 
50,000-watt prairie region stations will 
be officially opened during the first 
week in July—station CBW at Winni- 
peg on July 5th and CBX at Edmon- 
ton on July 7th. Simple ceremonies 
in which senior officials of the CBC 
and Jeading citizens of the West will 
participate, will mark the occasion, 

The transmitter for CBX is situ- 
ated at Lacombe and that for CBW 
at Carman, Man.’ The Carman trans- 
mitter is identical in construction with 
the transmitter at Lacombe, except 
that there is one tower of 570 feet at 
Carman and at Lacombe there are 
two towers of 580 feet. : 

Both transmitters were built in 
Canada, and are 50 k.w., air-cooled, 
high level modulation units of the 
latest type. Transmitters alone, apart 
from towers, buildings and auxiliary 
equipment, cost more than $100,000, 
and use when in operation 160 k.w. 
of 6-cycle, 440-volt pose, At Car- 
man the power is obtained from the 
Manitoba Power Commission and at 
Lacombe from the Calgary Power 
Company. 7 

With station CBK at Watrous to 
serve Saskatchewan, the CBC will 
now have 50,000 watt stations in 
each of the three Prairie Provinces 
and with the completion of the power 
increase and irequeney transfer of 
CJBC, Toronto, the CBC will have 
seven 50-000-watt stations in the 
Deminion (the number suggested in 
the Aird report whose recommenda- 
tions led to the creation of the na- 
tional system by Parliament years 

go.) The main clear channels al-

OTTAWA, June 16th — As far as can 
be judged at this stage of the season, 
with all the uncertainties that might 
reverse the outlook, agricultural auth- 
orities here say, “Pretty well all over,

This opinion refers to all Canada, 
though with some reservations, which 
have been widely reported and include 
parts of B.C. where floods have become 
a national calamity. 

According to latest reports on farm- 
ers’ intentions to plant (for all Can- 
ada), earlier forecasts are being fairly 
well carried out, There appears to be a 
drop of roughly 500,000 acres in wheat, 
and small decrease of 77,000 acres in 
barley seeding.

correct land use and proper cropping 
and tillage practices.

given at 722,000 acres, in flax 130,000 
acres and rye 386,000 acres. Summer 
fallow will show an increase over 1947 
of 425,000 acres or two per cent. This 
of course, points to a considerable im- 
provement in the coarse grain situa- 
tion, provided, of course, crops are nor- 
mal or nearly so, 

Questions are quite frequently asked 
in the House of Commons about wheth- 
er there will be free or freer export of 
livestock and of feed grains across the 
border, It is anticipated that the situa- 
tion will be shortly clarified by Hon. 
J. G. Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture, 
who .is now in Saskatchewan. It is 
quite clearly not a simple issue with 
the possible effect on consumer prices 
in Canada, and our other export com: 
mitments if a new definite line of the 
open door.is taken. 

Bacon Exports 

The bacon exports to Britain from 
the first of the year to June 8th have 
amounted to 114,000,000 lbs. As the con- 
tract calls for 195,000,000 lbs, for the 
year, it is practically certain that it will 
be filled. The upward trend in hog mar- 
ketings has given a new aspect to this 
important industry. From the begin- 
ning of the year to June 5th inspected 
slaughterings amounted to 2,524,328 
compared with 2,019,174 in the same 
period last year, and it seems likely 
that the 5,000,000 figure for the year 
may be reached, Cattle marketings for 
the same period are up about 13 per 
cent, — ?

ALIX, June 15th — Expressing the 
hope that more and more forage crops 
would be produced in Alberta in years 
to come; that a policy of farm conser- 
vation would be carried out in its many 
phases; and stating that the future 
would demand a stepping up in both 
quality and volume of production, Hon. 
David Ure, Minister of Agriculture, in 
a forceful* address at the banquet 
which brought to a close the Annual 
Meeting of the Central Alberta Dairy 
Pool here tonight, stressed in particu- 
lar, as one of the pressing present 
needs, the setting aside of feed re- 
serves to meet emergencies. 

“Had our last winter started in Nov- 
ember instead of in March, as it did,” 
he said, “the losses of livestock in Al- 
berta would have been tremendous.” 
The need for reserves had been made 
absolutely clear. 

Mr. Ure stressed the desirability of 
constantly raising the status and dig- 
nity of the industry of agriculture, and 
of “putting more glamor into farming.” 

Inspect Modernized Plant 

President James A. Wood was the 
genial master of ceremonies. Many del- 
egates and visitors during the day had 
the opportunity to inspect the impress- 
ive improvements and modernization in 
the fine creamery at Alix, managed by 
Oke Lundberg—a plant of which Presi- 
dent William Burns of the Southern 
Alberta Dairy Pool said all members 
should be proud; great credit for the 
work that had been done in modern- 
ization was due to officers, and to man- 
agement and staff, stated Mr, Burns. 

Earlier in the day, Mr, Lundberg, who 
is mayor of Alix, had the pleasure, in 
that capacity, of welcoming the dele- 
gates to the meeting. 

E. B. Durham, Supervisor of the Roy- 
al Bank of Canada for Alberta, spoke 
in terms of high praise of the achieve- 
ment of President, Directors and staff 
and of all the membership in building 
up the Pool to its present proportions 
and strength. ; 

Norman F. Priestley, General Manag- 
er of the U.F.A. Central Co-operative;

ALIX, June 15th.—Describing the 23 years’ record of the 
Central Alberta Dairy Pool, “in which we can be proud to 
have shared,” President James A. Wood of Elnora, showed 
in his address to the Annual Meeting of the Pool here today 
_ that_in that period of operation the Pool, in addition to pay- 


ing out $391,561.09 in final. 


$094,812.24 in participations, 
of no less than $986,373.33, 


cash payments, has ‘“‘issued 
or a total of final payments 
while we have redeemed in 


cash $247,540 of participations issued to date.” ? 


The President showed further that 
during this 23-year period the Central 
Pool has “invested $770,384.20 in 
fixed assets, which we have depreciated 
by $398,770.40’"—a fine record. 

All this, the President pointed 
out, had been accompanied by a 
steady decrease in the margin 
between cream and butter prices, 
and also by a substantial increase 
in the costs of trucking and supplies 
and in wages. 

Past Year’s Production Shows Increase 


“Our production for the past year,” 
the President set forth, ‘‘was 4,091,349 
lbs. of butterfat, or 189,888 lbs. over 
1946 production. We handled 1,101,- 
248 dozen eggs, or 45,631 dozen more 
than in 1946. Live poultry handlings 
for 1947-were 889,361 as against 
758,592 in 1946, or an-increase of 
130,769 lbs. The increase for dressed 


poultry was 113,162 lbs. in 1947 over

“Our 1947 final payment, all in

President Wood went on to show 
that whereas 52.8 ed cent of ail butter- 
fat produced in Alberta graded special 
in 1947, the peroeotons of butterfat 
grading special in total purchases by 
the C.A.D.P.’s 13 Greameries was 
55.2. This indicated a drop for the 
Province as a whole from 52.9 per 
cent for 1946, while for the Central 
Alberta Dairy Pool there was an in- 
crease from the 1946 percentage, 
which was 54.9.

June 15th.—While, on the unit basis, 
handlings of the Central Alberta Dairy Pool were about 
normal in 1947, business on the dollar basis showed a quite 
substantial increase, figures presented in the report of 
Elis A. Johnstone, General Manager of the Pool, made 


clear here today at the Pool Convention. 


For 1945 the 


dollar value of the business done by the organization was 
$3,273,423.43; for 1946 it was $3,435,724.95; while for 
1947 it increased to $5,164,612.83. 


“Our estimation,”’ said Mr. John- 
stone, “is that 1947 was about the 
average peak on values, and that 
perhaps the dollar turnover for 1948 
will not exceed the 1947 figure or 
perhaps be even quite that high.”’ 

Comparative production figures sub- 
mitted by the General Manager indi- 
cated that whereas production of 
churning cream for Alberta as a whole 
was down 11.2 per cent in 1946, as 
compared with 1945, that of the 
C.A.D.P. plants was down 8.8 per- 
cent. There was an increase for the 
Province of 4.3 per cent in 1947, and 
for the C.A.D.P. an increase of 1.8 
per cent. 


age price of No. .1 creamery butter, 
basis Montreal, from 1914 to 1947, 
was 37-1/2 cents a pound. The lowest 
price was in 1932, at 19-3/4 cents 
per pound. ‘With the new floor of 
57 cents per pound, the dairy farmers 
can plan their future with some degree 
of stability,’’ he said. 

Expressing disappointment that the 
Board of Transport Commissioners has 
granted an increase of 21 per cent in 
freight rates, Mr.. Wood said this 
meant a half a cent a pound on butter 
to the Pool’s Vancouver market. 

The President reviewed in detail the 
position of the various C.A.D.P. 
plants, as follows: . 

ALIX.—Near the end of 1947 we 
started to remodel the interior of this 
plant. With the installation of our 
new Vacreator and our new Butter 
Printing Machine, and additional 
cooler space,’ this plant will again 
have the new modern look and be 
brought up to a Class A plant. 


BENTLEY.—There were no changes 
made at this plant during the past 
year. Repairs were equal to depre- 
ciation for the year, and some changes 
will have to be made before very long. 


CORONATION.—We have oper- 
ated this plant for three years and 
have spent in plant repairs $6,677.73 
and have increased our fixed assets by 
$4,542.07. 16.8 per cent of purchased 
cream graded below First Grade and 
our Butter Department again shows 
an operating loss, but with the addition 
of poultry killing facilities and our 
fluid milk department, we expect this 
plant to show better results. 


DELBURNE.—This plant showed 
considerable improvement over pre- 
vious years. The volume of butterfat 
is the as in the five years we have 
operated this plant. Its place is now 
secure in our chain of creameries. 

ECKVILLE.—This plant is very 
well equipped and has a small surplus 
for 1947. f 

EDBERG.—This branch is a well 
equipped plant with the best showing 
in operations since our organization 
commenced operations. There 1s 4@ 
small increase in production and a 
surplus against loss for the two previous 
years. 

ELNORA.—My home town cream- 
ery.

Express Rates on Egg Shipments — 
Our poultry producers will be pleased 
to know that the minimum rate for ex- 
pressing egg shipments has been reduc- 


ed from 75 cents to 50 cents. 
The original rate was a minimum of 


| 35 cents. Following the decision of the 


Board of Transport Commissioners, 
this was increased to 75 cents. 

A joint meeting of the Prairie Fed- 
erations of Agriculture, held in Regina 
recently, strongly protested this drastic 
increase and asked that the minimum 
rate be set at 35 cents for 12 and 15 
dozen shipments and 42 cents for 30 
dozen shipments. 

The recent announcement will offer 
some relief to the situation, but still 
makes the smaller shipments expen- 
sive. This fact is discouraging to the 
maintenance of quality in this product. 


Canada to Have I.F.A.P. Meeting in 
1949 — Notes from Mr. Marler state 
that twenty member countries took 
part at the meeting of the Internation- 
al Federation of Agricultural Produc- 
ers held in Paris May 20th to 29th. 
Thirty-three nations had representa- 
tives present. An invitation to join 
was extended to the 15 observer coun- 
tries as soon as they qualified for mem- 
bership. As announced in the last issue 
of The Leader, Canada was chosen as 
place for the 1949 Annual Meeting. The 
location has not as yet been determin- 
ed. Why not Alberta? 


Livestock Survey— Farmers across 
Canada will soon be receiving survey 
cards for farm statistics. 

The results of these surveys are im- 
portant, and the Federation would 
urge all farmers to fill the cards in 
promptly and as accurately as possible. 


Basic Herd Principle — In this Bulle- 
tin we have attempted to report pro- 
press with regard to the Basic Herd 
principle. The full details have not as 
yet been worked out to the satisfaction 
of the committees working with the 
Income Tax Department. 

However, we can report that farmers 
who raise cattle, horses, sheep and 
swine may establish basic herds. Farm- 
ers who were in business prior to Jan- 
uary 1, 1947, and who have filed their 
income tax returns must apply to their 
District Income Tax Office on or before 
December 3ist, 1949, 

Originally this principle only applied 
to cattle. The Federation took the 
stand that it should include all classes 
of livestock used in producing an in- 
come. This point has been conceded 
and it is hoped that other obstacles will 
be removed shortly. 


B.C. Flood Losses — The Federation |

ALBERTA FARMERS WILL GIVE AID

farmers in British Columbia who have recently met with 
disaster in the floods. 

The B.C. Federation of Agriculture is doing every- 
thing that is in its power to do to assist in this emergency. 
Correspondence received from C. A. Hayden, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the Federation and Editor of Soultry 
Life, makes that clear. 

When Mr. Hayden wrote, some fifteen hundred farms, 
representing 50,000 acres, had been inundated, some to 
a depth of 14 feet. Vice-President Alex Mercer, who is 
General Manager of the Fraser Valley Milk Producers’ 


Association, states that it will be August before the 


farmers can get back on their land. 

"One of the victims,"' Mr. Hayden writes, "is the 
first President of the B.C. Federation of Agriculture, 
E. D. Barrow of Sardis, 81 years old and ready and 
reconciled to start all over again just about where he 
started more than 50 years ago. Five thousand tons of 
hay will be needed for the 30,000 cattle that have been 
evacuated. Farmers in the fortunate areas of B.C. are 
being asked to put up. every possible pound of silage, 
so that hay can be released, on a sale basis, to our 
stricken neighbors. 

“If our wills ‘were strong enough and we could put

who are the victims of this calamity, our cash and other 
contributions would be such as to simplify the tremend- 
ous task which faces the relief organizations and the Red 
Cross. ;

A T this time of year it is particularly important that we offer 


crop registration. 
Why Some Farmers Are Disappointed 


Several farmers each year are disap- 
pointed when they fail to receive a 
Crop Registration Certificate, because 
they are unaware that certain regula- 
tions in connection with the matter 
must be adhered to, or because they do 
not realize the value of these regula- 
tions. 

A summary of these regulations has 
been compiled by the Alberta Seed 
Growers’ Association in conjunction 
with the Plant Products Division in 
Calgary, and this summary is available 
free of charge to anyone upon request; 
just write a note to the Alberta Seed 
Growers’ Association, Edmonton, or 
drop into our office and we will be 
happy to supply you with the booklet 
containing the essential rules which 
must be followed. 


Important Regulations 


A few of these regulations are listed 
here: 

1. Be prepared at inspection time to 
produce proof that your crop is grown 
from registered seed. Save the tags 
from the sacks. 

2. Sow your registered seed on 
breaking or summerfallow if possible, 
but registration can be maintained by 
sowing registered seed on the stubble 
of a previously registered crop of the 
same variety. The only exception to 
sowing on previously registered stubble 
is flax, which must be sown on either 
breaking or summerfallow. 

_ $8. Rogue your field at least once 
during the growing season and remove 
all off-type plants. 

4, Apply in writing for membership 
to the Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso- 
ciation in Ottawa. 

5. Application for field inspection 
must be made to the Department of 
Agriculture, Plant Products Division, 
Calgary, so that it will be in that office 
before June 30th. 


6. Trim your field around the edges 
with a mower. 

7. Have your combine, truck boxes, 
racks, bins, and anything else with 
which the seed might come in contact 
perfectly clean, 

8. A sample of the threshed grain 
must be sent to the Department of 
Agriculture, Plant Products Division, 
Calgary, and then a Control Sample 
Certificate will be mailed to you. This 
certificate will dgsignate the grade of 
the sample as No. 1, 2 or 3 seed. This 
does not mean that your crop will 
qualify for registered seed, however, 
because it can not be graded “register- 
ed” until it is in a container to which 
is attached a tag bearing the Crop Reg- 
istration Certificate number, the Seed 
Certificate number, kind and grade of 
the seed, etc. The container must then 
be sealed by a Government Inspector. 

Strict adherence to these regulations 
is a necessity. 


Value of Crop Improvement 
Association 


By the time this issue of The West- 
ern Farm Leader goes to press all the 
cereals and a large part of the peren- 
nial forage crops will have been seed- 
ed. What is more important is that 
once again in our Province the quality 
of the seed which has been sown has 
been improved and as a direct result 
farmers are going to benefit from the 
increase in quality of the crop which 
they harvest. This bettering of the 
quality of seed made available to the 
average farmer has come about during 
the last few years through the organi- 
zation of the Alberta Crop Improve- 
ment Association. This year, the execu- 
tive of this organization was made up 
of representatives of the main elevator 
companies, Dr. A. F. McCalla of the 
Department of Plant Science at the 
University of Alberta, and P. J. Rock, 
who is president of the Alberta Branch

“News from Alberta Wheat Pool 
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Varieties of Wheat Being Sown 


A survey made by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool to find out what varieties of wheat 
are being sown by the Alberta farmers 
this year shows that Red Bobs still 
heads the list with a provincial average 
of 32.3 per cent, That figure, however, 
is a decline of 4 per cent from last year. 
Thatcher wheat is increasing in popu- 
larity having risen to 27.9 per cent this 
year from 24.4 per cent last year. Mar- 
quis wheat is 3rd at 22.3 per cent. This 
variety is grown mostly in southern 
Alberta, very little being seeded north 
of Red Deer. 

Garnet wheat is regaining some pop- 
ularity having risen from 6.1 per cent 
in the Province last year to 7.4 per cent 
this year. In the area west of the Cal- 
gary-Edmonton line, running from 
Bowden on the south and Sangudo on 
the north, 75 per cent of the wheat 
sown is Garnet, 

The following table shows the Pro- 
vincial percentage of the different vari- 
eties of wheat sown this year and last 
year.

As a result, these new members 
have received some 130,000 bushels of 
clean cereal] seed to put into the ground 
this spring, and the members who or- 
dered seed last year will still have on 
hand a supply of relatively clean seed 
from last fall’s harvest. 

It is quite apparent, when one views 
the matter from this angle, that the 
Alberta Crop Improvement Association 
is not a thing of the past, but is an 
organization, the benefits from. which 
will increase as each year passes by. 
Alberta has an enviable reputation 
throughout the world for the produc- 
tion of high quality crops. Any factor 
which can improve this reputation 
(and the Alberta Crop Improvement 
Association is just such a factor) will 
mean that each individual farmer par- 
ticipating in the plan will add each 
year to his earnings.

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Beekeepers Who Shipped to Pool Did Very Well 


Dealing with the Honey Department of the Southern Alberta 
Dairy pool, in his Presidential address to the annual meeting 
of the Pool, Mr. Burns showed that producers of honey who 
shipped their product to the S.A.D.P. during the season of 
1947 have had every reason to be satisfied with their returns so 


far, and there is more to come. 


“We started paying an initial pay- 
ment of 10 cents per Ib., f.o.b. ship- 
ping point’, he said, ‘‘and in August 
price controls on the sale of honey to 
consumers were removed and the price 
to the wholesaler started to rise. As 
the wholesale price of honey advanced, 
we advanced our initial payment in 
line with the advancing market. To 
date those beekeepers who shipped 
their honey to us have received. 21 
cents per lb. of honey, f.o.b. shipping 
point, and there will be a further pay- 
ment sometime in July; when we have 
disposed of a little more of the stock 
we now have. The market for honey 
has been slow and draggy since 
December ist. The outlook for the 
moment is for lower prices for the 
1948 honey crop irrespective of whether 
it is a light or heavy crop.”’

Eggs-Poultry Volume Very Satisfactory

all eggs and poultry at the time of 
purchase, which left a very slim margin 
to operate on. The President asked 
the delegates to state whether they 
preferred the present method or an 
initial payment at time of purchase 
and balance later. ‘‘Personally,’’ he 
said, “I think the volume of business 
handled during 1947 would indicate 
that the shippers appreciate our ser- 
vice as it is.”

Institute of Canada, will go a long way .

As the first step in this direction, the 
meeting endorsed a report dealing with 
Professional Standards. The details of 
this report will be presented to Uni- 
versity and Government officials for 
consideration. It urges expansion of 
teaching and research facilities at the 
University of Alberta.

when the last survey is made it will be 
found that 3,000 families have been 
flooded out, that it will be August be- 
fore they get back on the land, and that 
it will be several years before they will 
get back in production, that the aggre- 
gate loss will run closer to $50,000,000 
instead of estimated $30,000,000.” 

The Federal Government, in co-oper- 
ation with the B.C. Government, is es- 
tablishing a Fraser Valley relief and 
rehabilitation commission to have gen- 
eral supervision of the whole situation. 
Any immediate action must be taken 
by Governments, but could not the 
farm people of the Prairie Provinces 
offer some assistance? After all, B.C. 
farmers donated carloads of apples and 
vegetables during the drought years in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The Federation Board will undoubt- 
edly be giving this situation careful 
consideration in the near future. 


Increase of Interest on Income Tax 
Arrears — Recent announcement from 
Ottawa states that the interest rate on 
Income Tax arrears has been increased 
from 4 to 7 per cent on all underpay- 
ments and 6 to 8 per cent on all unpaid 
accounts that have been fully assessed. 
This change is to come into effect on 
April 30th, 1949. 

The argument is that too many people 
are leaving their tax unpaid as the in- 
terest rate has been lower than that 
charged by other money lending insti- 
tutions. Then too, on any unassessed 
accounts, interest can only be charged 
for 20 months. 

The Federation has protested this 
increase as being unfair to those who 
have made out their tax statement in 
all fairness and yet because of misin- 
terpretation of the regulations have 
underpaid the tax. This is particularly 
unfair when many reports are left un- 
assessed for a long period of time. 

To offset this increase, the Depart- 
ment will now allow two per cent inter- 
est on over payments to the extent of 
$5,000.. No payments of interest less 
than $1.00 will be made. This fact does 
not alter the unfairness of charging 
high interest rates on accounts that 
have not been assessed.

attitude’ had to be overcome by tact 
and patience, The publicity department 
became the point of assembling, editing 
and distribution of the news of the ac- 
tivities of the department which would 
be of interest and practical value to the 
farming community. 
Points of Interest 

Some points of possible interest to 
farmers are these: (1) the increase 
(effective July ist) of five cents a dozen 
in the price of Grade A eggs purchased 
under the British contract. The reduc- 
tion from 75 cents to 50 cents in mini- 
mum motor truck competitive express 
tariffs in Western Canada in the case 
of eggs. (2) A favorite method among 
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many cereal growers of determining 
the stage of growth of crops is by 
squeezing the kernel, which is first 
watery, then milky and later feels like 
dough. It is in the early “dough” stage 
that cereal crops sown for hay should 
be harvested, according to Dominion 
Experimental Station at Swift Current. 
It is at this stage that cereal hay is 
highest in yield and food value. (3) 
Good quality hay is an excellent source 
of proteins, but to ensure maximum 
protein, cutting must be early. Crested 
wheat grass has protein content of 15 
per cent at sheath stage (just before 
heading), but this drops to 10 per cent 
at flowering stage.

Farm Home andGarden 


Sour Cream Pie: Mix together 1 cup 
thick sour cream with 1 cup each sugar 
and seedless raisins, % tsp. salt, yolks 
of 2 eggs, % tsp. nutmeg, 1 tsp. cinna- 
mon. Pour into pastry shell and bake 
for about 40 minutes, having the oven 
very hot for the first 10 minutes. 

Egg Salad Mold: Soften 2 tsp. plain 
gelatine in %4* cup cold water, heat over 
boiling water and cook until dissolved. 
Cool. When thickened add 1 cup salad 
dressing, 4 chopped hard-boiled eggs, 
% tsp. salt, 1 tbs. lemon juice, 2 tbs. 
pickle relish, 2 tbs. thinly sliced rad- 
ishes, Half a cup of cooked peas may 
be added, also. 

For Freezing and storage in locker 
plants, recommended vegetables are 
asparagus, green beans, lima beans, 
beets, beet greens, broccoli, carrots, 
cauliflower, swiss chard, corn, peas, 
peppers, pumpkins, rhubarb, spinach, 
squash and turnips. Not recommended 
are celery, lettuce, onions, parsley, rad- 
ishes and tomatoes, 

To Pull Rhubarb: grasp leafstalks 
with thumb and last three fingers, 
thrusting forefinger down along the in- 
side of the stalk in order to detach from 
the crown without breaking.

Flowering Shrubs: should be pruned 
(where necessary to shape the bush) 
immediately the bloom is past. If this 
work is done later than July 15th, the 
buds that will make next year’s blos- 
soms will be formed and may be shear- 
ed off. In addition, wounds made after 
the growing season do not readily heal.

It is possible that bread grain sup- 
plies throughout the world may catch 
up with effective demand this year, al- 
though the margin will not be very 
large, Dr. Hirsch, the American author- 
ity, has calculated that effective de- 
mand for imported bread grain will be 
900 million bushels at a maximum this 
year and he estimates the probable low- 
er and upper limits of exportable sur- 
plus of bread grains between July 1st, 
1948, and June 30th, 1949, in million 
bushels as follows:—

To achieve that volume of surplus 
bread grains Canadian and southern 
hemisphere crops must be good and 
exports from the Danube Basin must 
be of significance. 

Dr. Hirsch assumes that in spite of 
the optimistic grain forecasts that 
have come from Russia recently the 
wheat crop there will not be as large 
as in the pre-war years, but the gov- 
ernment will probably continue to ex- 
port grain in exchange for machinery 
and other needed industrial goods. 

Early European Harvest 

Favourable conditions continue to 
prevail in Europe and the harvest there 
will be earlier than usual. Harvesting 
generally starts in the latter part of 
June in southern Europe and is general 
throughout the continent by the middle 
of July. bs 


Hail has caused considerable damage 


in western Europe but Italy anticipates 
a record crop. French wheat produc- 
tion may reach 260 million bushels and 
the outlook in Germany is quite good. 
The Danube Basin will have a better 
crop than last year. 

The harvesting has been completed 
in India and the yield is estimated at 


_ 345 million bushels which is lower than 


the original forecast. In Australia seed- 
ing is in progress for the 1948 crop but 
the wheat acreage is down as produc- 
ers are dissatisfied with the price paid. 
Critical Stage in West 

Crops are nearing a critical stage 
throughout the Prairie Provinces of 
western Canada. Seeding was unusual- 
ly late and while warm weather 
brought the crops along fairly fast 
there is danger of early frosts before 
harvest comes. Large areas of the 
prairies need rain and there is a grass- 
hopper plague in southern Saskatche- 
wan. The critical period will be at the 
end of this month. If widespread rains 
occur at that time a good crop can be 
harvested. 

The United States has the prospect 
of a wheat crop of 1200 million bushels. 
It is remarkable the persistency with 
which that nation which has turned 
out wheat crops in excess of one billion 
bushels during the past half dozen 
years.

Chemical Summerfallow 
No one has all the answers to the 


numerous problems associated with 


*“‘chemical summerfallow,’’ writes Dr. 
F. J. Greaney; in a recent bulletin of 
Line Elevators Farm Service. Use 
of chemicals as a substitute for culti- 
vation will be largely confined, in 
Dr. Greaney’s opinion, to fields where 
the weeds present are predominantly 
‘wild mustard, stinkweed, or certain 
other susceptible annual weeds; land 
infested with such resistant weeds as 
wild oats, couch (quack) grass, wild 
barley, green foxtail, cow cockle and 
peppergrass will not lend itself to 
chemical summerfallow. For effective 
control of Canada thistle and perennial 
sow thistle on summerfaillow, heavy 
applications of the Ester form of 2,4-D, 
when the buds are well formed or 
during the early flowering stage, are 
recommended.
